About sugar I only know that 
it is sweet and is made from 
sugar cane, Believing that it 
was convenient to know a lit- 
tle bit more, and with the idea 
of obtaining some information 
of interest to all those who read 

‚ this column, I asked Mr. Pablo 
F. Carreno, "uncle Pablo" as 
he is called with affection by 
the friends of his daughters and 
sons, if he could give me some 
information about it which I am 
very happy to publish here: 


"THE SUGAR INDUSTRY IN 
FLORIDA . . AND THE 


Many of you would be sur- 
prised to know that the first 
sugar canes planted in Florida 
were imported by the Spanish 
Governor Menendez, a little af- 
ter he founded the city of St. 
Augustine in 1565, Almost four 
centuries ago. 

The fírst sugar obtained on a 

commercial scale was, manu- 
factured at the New Smyrna 
Colony in 1767, but 10 years af- 
terwards the colony was dis- 
solved, and the. installations 
were ruined. Almost a century 
later, between 1850 and 1860, 
Major Robert Gamble erectea 
a sugar mill in Manatee County, 
but the Secession War and fire 
put an end to this enterprise, 
l, -A new attempt at sugar pro- 
düction was realized by Captain 
R. E. Rose in 1885, planting 110 
acres in the Tohopekilaga Zone 
near East Lake, and together 
with Hamilton Diston, they er- 
ected a sugar mill that ground 
350 tons of cane a day, but it did 
not last much, and the mill was 
closed in 1896. At the following 
year the mill was sold to a Cu- 
ban group that never got the 
plantation into production, and 
sold it to Mexicans who moved 
the mill to their country. 

Further attempts to foment 
sugar cane crops failed for lack 
of suitable cane varieties, pla- 
gues in the plantation and in- 
sufficient water control, 

In 1923, Mr, F. E, Bryant er- 
ected in Canal Point a mill with 
capacity of 750 tons. It was а 
second-hand mill, and was tran- 
ported from West Palm Beach 
By barge, because no roads ex- 
isted in that zone, 

About 1925 sugar cane was 
planted with success around the 
southern shore of Lake Okee- 
chobee, and a mill was erect- 
ed in Clewiston which became 
the property of United States 
Sugar Corporation. This Com- 
pany invested great capitals for 
its expansion. 

However the sugar industry 
in Florida did not have a rapid 
expansion, notwithstanding Fed- 
eral and Statal help that fin.

The quotas increase produced 
in order to secure the provision 
of the market, attracted new 
investments and the organiza- 
tion of cooperatives, who with 
the help of progressive banks, 
fomented new sugar mills. 

It was also a contribution to 
this progress the Cuban immi- 
gration in exile. Many of them 
had been sugar mill owners, 
managers, engineers, macuin- 
ists, Chief of fabrication, sugar 
boilers, chemists, mechanics, ag- 
ronomists, and in general every 
body knew the industry, as the 
majority of Cubans has been 
tightly linked to the industry 
through the 156 sugar mills 
operating in Cuba, called the 
Sugar Bowl of the World, with 
more than one century of in-| 
tense development. | 

This enormous caudal of tech- 
nique and experience, was here 
within reach of the industry,| 
precisely when it was expand-| 
ing intensely in a zone where in 
spite of the centuries they had|iled sugarmen who live in this 
Хеу | zone.
